ROBERT MAHEU paid his agency a fee of $1,000.00 in cash. 
DUBOIS states MAHEU phoned BALLETTI et Las Vegas and 
instructed him to contact T. V. RICHARDSON at the 
New Frontier Hotel, Las Vegas. BALLETTI followed 
instructions and RICHARDSON gave hist $1,000.00 in cash. 
DUBOIS denies ownership of any equipment seized at 
time of BALLETTI' s arrest, except he owns Minefon 
tape recorder, Minox camera and .35 an Contes sa 
' camera and film. Denies any knowledge of other 

equipment. BALLETTI reinterviewed 3/29/61. Admits 
receiving $1,000.00 in cash from T. W. RICHARDSON 
in Las Vegas on 10/31/60. BALLETTI admits taking 
Minefon and 2 cameras wich him to Las Vegas.

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BALLETTI wi questioned es to what equipment 
he took from Miami to Las Vegas In the latter part of 
October, 1960. BALLETT1 stated that he took a Minefon 
tape recorder and a snail green bag, vhick contained 
e microphone for the recorder and an ear piece for 
the recorder. Be also took a .35 nn Zeiss Contessa 
camera, and a Minor camera, along with tape for the 
recorder and film for the camera.. BALLETTI stated that 
he has no idea who owns the other technical equipment 
which was confiscated In the hotel room at the time 
of his arrest. BALLETTI admitted that he and HARRISON 
checked in together at the Biviera Hotel. However, 
BALLETTI would not definitely state that tills equip-
